Tue elequence of O'Neil is nol more infi-
Jtesimal than bis  valor, and elce veraa,
With the tongue ag woll as with the sword Lo
5 capable of cuiting some very fanciful
\vurishes, The serious drawback to the im-
sreasiweness of either sort of display ia its
anfailing futility. Whether the Feniun leader
‘raws his Damwascfs blade in the very testh
f the “‘dhirty British baste” sometimos in-
wWivertently yelept a Lion, or rolls out the
iinked eweetness of his perceptible brogue in
rhe presénce of aFederal court, he is unfortn.
na'o enoupgh to encounter failure. In short,
O'Neil was born to be a flighty and flusnt

e Whelher or uot he was also born to

be o Yenian ia a matter of donbt. On Friday
last, when arraigned before the United States
Qireuit Court at Windsor, Vermont, O'Nell
came up to the soratoh ‘‘smiling.,"” The
offense with whioh he was charged was a
gerious one. The endangering of the peace
botwoen two great nations is no trifling mat-
tor. O'Neil know this last May when ho mar-
sballed his hosts on the border. Aud ho was
dond in earnest about his ‘disreputable busi.
noss—at least he took a solemn oath that no-
thing of him but his dead body oould possibly be
dragged back across the boundary line, after
he had once contrived to oross it alive, That
the world was not compelled to witness the
harrowing spectacle of the transportation
over the line of O'Neil's mangled ocorpse,
bleeding, like that of Bozzaris, at every pore,
was no fault of O'Neil. If his oorporal em-
bodiment had come within reach of the teseth
and nails of the ‘‘baste” which went prowling
up and down, just on the other side of the
line, seeking a Fenian whom it might devour,
there can be no doubt that little clse than the
phosphates which enter into O'Neil's ana-
tomy would ever have enriched the sterile
hillsides of Vermont, The presence of a
deputy marshal and a close oarringe apoiled
the sanguinary show. But O'Neil meant to
fight if he could but have the chance, and in
secking his opportunity he violated the laws
of the land. For so doing ho deserved to be
hangod by the neck till dead, for at least one
of his deluded followers was done to death
by the British “baste,” and O'Neil was
morally and in matter of fact guilty of pearti-
cipation in the murder as an accessory and
inatigator, ¥or his double transgression aa
imprisonment of two years and a fine of ten
dollars is a very slight expiation.

When O'Neil was confronted by his aococu-
gors in the court-house at Windsor on Friday,
he was “‘compoged and gentlemanly in his
doportment,” says the sympathizing youung
man who reported the case, and he ‘‘smiled"
—vyes, he had the imperturbability, as well as
the impudence, to ‘“‘smile,"” when he put in a
ploa of guilty to the charge of violating the
noutrality laws of his adopted country. Thia
littlo farce of a trial is a good joke, thought
O'Noil; and such huge proportions did the
joke assume that his jollity thereat lighted up
his warlike features with a perceptible
‘amile.” This irick of pleading guilty was
the end of the joke, however, although the
“composod and gentlemanly” O'Neil did not
gesit in that light for a matter of twenty-four
hours, On Saturday the l'enian hero was
told to “‘stand up” again iu the oriminal's
dock, to give such reason as he had why sen-
tence shonld not be passed upon him. It was
then that the eloquent tongue of the ‘“‘com-
posed and gentlemanly” ©'Neil was unloocsed,
Ho ladsomething to say about this business of
passing sentence upon him for venturing to
digturb the British “baste” in his lair, The
tender-hearted young man who furnished us
with a report of the case states that at this
point O'Neil “‘proceeded to make a most elo-
quent address, accounting his services in
behalf of his adopted country as a reason
why his sentence should be light.” Unfortu-
nately this is the only point in his harangue
that has been given to the world as yet; but
it is suflicient to show that, instead of securing
a mitigalion of his punishment, the eloquence
of O'Neil ought to have prompted the judge
to lay on the scourge with a heavy haud. A
more brazen and bare-facoed, a more impudent
and imprudent appeal for mercy was never
uttered in a court of justice. If faithful
gervice in the loyal army doring the Rebellion
is to Le taken as an extenunation of such reck-
less and high-handed outrages as these
I"eninn raids upon the territory of a neighbor-
ing country, what is to bocome of us, apd
how long shall we be suflered to remain at
peace with the world ¥

Butit is searcely worth one's while to con-
template the gloomy possibilities in store for
us, since O'Neil's eloquence proved as abor-
tive s hig attempt at sanguinary deods. He
Los a fine of %10 to pay, and a goneral as-
gegsment of half a mill per eapite on the
chambormaids and kitchen girls of Hibernian
descont and Fenian proclivities will suffice
to raire the money. The two yoars' confine-
ment in Windsor jail, however, is another
matter, in which the sympathy of kitohen
girls and chambermaids will not avail. From
this part of O'Neil's sentence there can be no
relief, except at the hands of the President.
That he will be badgoered and hothered to let
O'Neil loose there is no doubt, BStrenuous
efforts have alroady been made to secure the
pardon of the Feninns who were convioted
and sentenced to imprisonment recently at
Oanandaigua, New York, and the effort will
Lo repeated in O'Neil's caso with even greater
persistency. But we trost that President
Grent will prove as proof ‘agsinst the elo-
quence of O'Neil's fricnds as did the Windsor
judge agringt the eloquenco of O'Neil him-
self, and that the valiant hero of many an un.
fonght battle will be suffered to remain in
dursnee vile until his sllotted time is up,
